Hamilton. Ont.. .Tuly 1. — This was the banner day 
of the racing season in Hamilton. A tremendous 
gathering turned out to witness the sport, fully .l.(MM) 
coming from )H»ints outside the city. The Toronto 
spci-ial came in two sections, while fully 1.000 made 
the trip over from RufTaU*. In the latter delegation 
were all of the otficials of the Niagara Racing Asso- 
ciation. including .I<»hn .Hachmelster, .1. H. Madigan, 
Ihlwanl .Mills, .Judge Lerch and H. F. Rrievogle. 

.V s))lendid program had been provided by the club, 
tin* <*anl comprising eight races. Resides the Na- 
tional Stakes, a stecnlechasc ami two races over the 
turf course were promising features. 

Probably tiu* lM*st th'Id that ever started in a 
race in Canada went to the iK>st in the National 
Stakes. Tin* race developed into a rousing ctmtest 
with thr»*e hors«*s fighting it out tlirough the home- 
stretcli heads and necks apart. Plaudmore proved 
the winner, but he had to take a couple of secontls 
olT the track record for tin* distance to win. The 
pace llii'onghoiit was exceedingly fast, the first six 
furlongs being run in 1:12, the mile in 1 :^>Si| and the 
mile and a furlong in 1:."13, Plamlmore was rhlden 
by young Chandler, son of Nick Chandler, the old- 
time steeplecliast* jiH'key.

It is 
doiriitfnl if, as has lK*en suggested, it was adopted 
with any (*s|M*cial view* to preventing American and 
Frencli horses from being nominated to the Impor- 
tant English hamli<*aps. although tliat will l»e the 
immediate (*ffect in the (.•as«*s of horses that have 
not l>een raced In England. When the Englisii 
spring and early sumim*r hamlicaps closed it was 
fonml that Colin. Ballot. Priscillian. F’air Play. 
lI(‘Lim*t and otlier stars of American racing were 
nominated. The English handicappers were a unit 
in giving tU(*in crnslilng imiiosts. liolding that tliev 
had notliing to go h.v except the higb-class form of 
the hors(s in tln*ir own country, and were justified 
in handicapping them to lx* Jietter than the English 
racers until tlieir racing in England slioiild prove 
to the contrarv. This was a satisfactory line of 
reasoning to some, hut ix>t to all. and there has lK*ea 
C(*nsidcrable adverse* criticism and dis.satisfaction 
alMHit the matter. It is quite probable this hud more 
to do with the introduction and adoption of the new 
rule than anything else. 

INCREASING INTEREST IN THOROUGHBRED. 



Gratifying: Result of Recent Meeting: at Montreal — 
Industry Feeling the Effect. 

Montreal. (Jin*.. July 1. — As one result of the re- 
cciitl.v closed meeting of the Montreal Jo<’koy (’Inb, 
the ownership fever has broken out again in old Mon- 
treal and many men whose fathers raced here tlUrty 
.years ago have decided that the best way to enjoy 
racing is fiimi the proprietary standpoint. Some of 
them are therefore rummaging in musty garrets for 
the old silks and are buying horses in training, horses 
out of training and liriKMlmares in foal. With one 
or two exceptions there was not a man In Montreal 
two years ago wlio would have given much for a 
carload of thoroiigldireds and the change may be 
ascribed to the fai’t that racing is flourishing. The 
liiiiidred-dollur liorse lu*realM)uts is a thing of the 
past. 

There Is a rising generation in Afontreal which 
is prone to reverse things, and wiiicb. instead of 
throwing up its liands at the sight of a goodi Ameri- 
can horse, believes in taking advantage of the pres- 
ent favorable American market, securing as good 
as the.v can and then telling everyone to come on. 
It does not reqiiin* a Tdiilosopber to see that this 
is at least a rapid war to improve the breed. 

The other metlicMl, that of securliur broodmares, 
has many followers, and In 'Montreal and vicinity 
there are now eleven fine mares In foal to such 
thoroughbreds as Dniilin. Ostrich, Rosemoimt. Our 
Ro.y. .Tavlin and Oracnlum, while down at Quebec 
M.’isterinan has liad to his court all the thorough- 
bred iiiarrs in that vicinity, and is under the per- 
sonal supervision of sueli splendid sportsmen as Dr. 
(’olin tsewell. Colonel A.shnieaa and Mr. Allen Bos- 
well. Down near the Saguenay the great Australian 
tlioronglihred. Seahorse II.. is l>eing mated with a 
ciioice hand of Frcncli-4!anadian mares and with 
some thoroughbreds .ns well, and at Hull, across the 
riv(*r from Ottawa, Kirktield and Valjean are at I 
public service. But what may surprise turf lovers 
is that the maritime provinces have made a might.v 
spurt ami that in New’ (Brunswick alone there are 
thirty-one choice thoroughbred mares, all of which 
it is hoped are safely in foal to thoroughbred stal- 
lions. 

Arrangements were made in Montrwil during the 
past week to liring twenty-five mares in foal here 
some time in July to be disposed of privately or by 
auction.
